To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to the acceptance of trust funds. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow money by temporary loans in anticipation 
of taxes.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


Members of the Marlow School Board: 


I herewith submit my second report as superintendent of 
your schools. | 

A comparison of the statistical reports of the past two 
years reveals at least one important fact. The problem of tard- 
iness is solving itself. In spite of an increase in enrollment 
from 59 to 69 pupils, the number of eases of tardiness decreased 
by 42. The cooperation of the parents in this regard has 
brought about this result. Promptness is one of the essentials 
of success in life. The parents of Marlow realize this. The 
percent of attendance remains practically the same. The num- 
ber of half days schooling lost is smaller than last year but is 
yet too large. During the current year, the calendar has been 
arranged with the hope that we may use the full 180 days for 
school work. Each day the schools are closed the children lose 
just that much of their rightful heritage. 

At present there are two capable teachers in Marlow. Tests 
given recently prove the work of the schools to be progressing 
at a very satisfactory rate. We are emphasizing the essential 
subjects—Arithmetiec and Reading. The upper grades are get- 
ting intensive drill in the former. We believe the work done in 
this subject is as good as that in any similar school in the state. 

People everywhere are coming to realize the futility of 
training minds, but allowing weak bodies to cramp the effi- 
ciency of such training. For this reason we find increased 
attention given to the health of the school children. Marlow 
has entered the group of forward looking towns. This year a 
registered nurse was employed by the school district. She spent 
three weeks among the pupils, gave each a physical examina- 
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tion, and informed the parents of defects found. She held two 
dental clinics at Keene, gave simple lessons on the care of the 
sick and visited the homes of the children in ease such visit 
seemed best. Her work is sincerely commended by all with 
whom she came in contact. 

The toilets of the school, in their present condition, are a 
source of danger to the health of your children. It is unwise to 
take such risks as these incur. I strongly urge the people of 
Marlow to consider carefully the installing of chemical toilets. 
These toilets are no longer in the experimental stage. Their 
practicability has been proven. Towns nearby have installed 
them to the benefit of their children. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the kindly sugges- 
tions and advise received from the school board. My contacts’ 
with the townspeople have been uniformly pleasant. With 
such cooperation the town and the schools of Marlow must cer- 
tainly hold their present respected place in the school system 
of New Hampshire and even step forward to higher goals.

In submitting the report of Marlow school board we are 
again to keep in mind that we are reporting only work done 
previous to July 1, 1926 or in other words the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1926. 

_ Several improvements proved necessary this year. The 
new stove for the primary room was mentioned in our last re- 
port though the expense of it comes in this report. The door 
steps have been unsafe for some time and a board walk (to 
avoid two pools of water) to the girls toilet seemed a part of 
safety. The doors had never been changed to meet the demands 
of the law, requiring the doors of public buildings to swing 
outward. Vestibule locks were also put on to the outer doors, 
meeting another requirement of law to prevent the children 
from being trapped in case of a fire. Other improvements 
must be made during the current year, the most expensive of 
these being chemical toilets to meet the requirements of the 
state department, which helps us to maintain our schools and 
therefore has a right to insist that our plant be comfortable 
and sanitary. 

We much regret again drawing on the appropriation of 
the following year. The transportation item is still large, but 
seems unavoidable. 

We had in the person of Miss Evelyn J.  geaneeee in the 
upper grades room, an exceptionally fine teacher in every way. 
Her personality and good judgment combined with ability to © 
teach made the school room an agreeable place to be in and an 
ideal place in which to form character. We very much regret 
that her health did not permit her to remain with us another 
year. The lower grades room was in charge of Miss Margaret 
Thompson whose pleasing manner won the love of both chil- 
dren and parents.

We wish to express our appreciation of those having 
charge of children, who have them in school regularly meeting 
all the school requirements, and to again urge all parents to do 
this and to see the school at work occasionally.
